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either electric light or power, or both, not only to such city 
or village and its inhabitants but also to persons, firms, corpora-
tions, dwellings or places of business outside the boundaries of 
such city or village by means of a line or lines or poles and wires 
extended outside of or into said boundaries. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect upon passage and pub-
lication.
